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ABSTRACT 

A preliminary study on liverwort and hornwort is conducted for the Indian State of Tripura lies under Indo-Burma biodiversity 
hotspot for the first time. A total of 101 taxa (95 species, 3 subspecies, 2 varieties of liverworts and one species of hornworts) 
are reported in the present work from the State. Out of which seven species viz., Lejeunea pallide-virens S. Hatt., Mastigolejeunea 
indica Steph., Mastigolejeunea virens (Angstr.) Steph., Riccardia perssonii S. C. Srivast. & Udar, Schiffneriolejeunea polycarpa 
(Nees) Gradst., Schiffneriolejeunea pulopenangensis (Gottsche) Gradst., Schiffneriolejeunea tumida (Nees) Gradst. are recorded 
for the first time from Himalayan region. Three taxa namely, Fruliania campanulata Sande Lac., Porella campylophylla (Lehm. 
& Lindb.) Trevis. subsp. lancistipula (Steph.) S. Hatt., Porella chinensis (Steph.) S. Hatt. var. chinensis are new to East Himalayan 
bryogeographical territory. Remaining all 90 taxa are documented for the first time from State of Tripura.

INTRODUCTION 

The Indian State of Tripura is a part of (Indo-Burma) one 
of the 34 globally asserted biodiversity hot spot in the 
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North, South and West, by Assam to the North-east and 
Mizoram to the East. Administratively, the state has been 
divided in to 8 districts viz., Dhalai, Gomati, Khowai, 
North Tripura, Sipahijala, South Tripura, Unakoti and 
West Tripura with State capital Agartala (Fig. 1). 

The state has a tropical savannah climate, and receives 
seasonal heavy rains from the south west monsoon. The 
average annual rainfall is 2100 mm, the mean daily tem¬ 
perature ranges between (3.9°-) 10.4 to 25.5 (-40)°C, the 
relative humidity is generally high throughout the year 
and ranges between 50 - 85 % or even more than this. 
More than 50 % area of the State is covered by different 
type of forests viz., Evergreen, Moist deciduous, Sal Moist 
deciduous mixed, Savannah, Grassland, Bamboo, Cane 
etc. The five mountain ranges - Jampui Hills, Shakhant- 
lang, Longtarai, Baramura-Debtamura, Atharamura 
render a suitable habitation for different group of plants 
especially the bryophytes. So far, about 1600 species of 
vascular plants are recorded from different places of the 
State (Deb, 1981, 1983). As far as studies on bryophyte 
(liverwort and hornwort) are concerned, no systematic 
study conducted, except Jackiella javanica Schiffn. var. 
cordifolia Schiffn. which is reported from Dhalai district 
of the State (Singh & al, 2016). 

During intensive field exploration tour to the State, in 
October 2015, one of us (SK) has collected several popu¬ 
lations of liverwort and hornwort from different parts of 
the State but mainly from Jampui Hills in North district 
and Longtarai Valley in Dhalai district. The collected sam¬ 
ples (about 480 nos.) were first dried in blotting papers, 
and then preserved in brown paper packets. Species were 
identified by consultation with latest monographs, revi¬ 
sions, research articles and herbarium specimens depos¬ 
ited at ASSAM. The studied specimens are deposited in 
Cryptogamic Section of Herbarium of Botanical Survey 
of India, Shillong (ASSAM). 

In text, a conspectus of the order/ suborder, family, 
genera and species found in the Tripura is provided. 
The species are arranged alphabetically in the enumera¬ 
tion. Unless otherwise mentioned, nomenclature and 
distribution follows Singh & al. (2016).

CONCLUSION 

Present study reveals the occurrence of 100 taxa of 
liverworts (31, genera, 17 family, 4 orders) and one spe¬ 
cies of hornworts from the State (Table 1). The study 
includes several new and noteworthy records for the 
region (7 new to Himalaya, 3 new to Eastern Himalaya 
and 90 new to Tripura). Family Lejeuneaceae with 49 
species is the largest family in the State, followed by Frul- 
laniaceae (9 species & 1 subspecies), and Lophocoleaceae 
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(7 species). At generic level, genus Lejeunea with 12 spe¬ 
cies, is the most prolific genus in the State, followed by 
Cololejeunea (11 species), Frullania (9 species & 1 sub¬ 
species) Majority of taxa recorded from here are epi¬ 
phytic (54 taxa), while, 24 are terrestrial, 9 epiphyllous. 
Eleven species are found in both epiphytic and epiphyl¬ 
lous condition, while 3 species are epiphytic as well as 
terrestrial. Ten endemic taxa viz., Cololejeunea udarii G. 
Asthana & S. C. Srivast., Cylindrocolea reticulata Udar & 
Ad. Kumar, Frullania dilatata (L.) Dumort. subsp. asi- 
atica S. Hatt., Heteroscyphus palniensis Abha Srivast. & 
S. C.Srivast., Leptolejeunea arunachalensis Sudipa Das & 
D. K.Singh, Metzgeria pandei S. C.Srivast. & Udar, Porella 
campylophylla (Lehm. & Lindb.) Trevis. subsp. lancis- 
tipula (Steph.) S. Hatt., Porella campylophylla (Lehm. & 
Lindenb.) Trevis. var . ptychantha Shaheen & S. C.Srivast., 
Riccardia perssonii S. C. Srivast. & Udar and Sprucean- 
thus minutilobula (Udar & U. S. Awasthi) Sushil K. Singh 
also recorded from the State. 
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
